1 . I am the named inventor of the subject patent application. 

2. I have been involved with the antenna industry for 
approximately thirty years, and am the inventor of many antenna-related patents 
and patent applications. 

3. I have reviewed the Office Action mailed August 2, 2005, 
wherein the Examiner has stated that a conductive mast and a conductive block 
are not supported by the original disclosure in the subject application. 

4. I have, once again, read the original disclosure which 
relates to an antenna 10 having a mast 12 which carries a coil 13 and a block 
15. The block carries antenna rods 40. In order for this disclosed structure to 
operate as an antenna, the mast and block must be conductive so as to allow 
the coil and rods to interact as demonstrated by Table I and the discussion 
thereof. The HUSTLER® antenna referred to in the specification has a 
conductive mast. 
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5. One skilled in the art could come to no other conclusion 
than that the mast and block are conductive, and thus, that disclosure is 
inherent in the application as filed.
